HE SAW WASHINGTON’S FACE. 


John Lane, Who Witnessed Removal 
of Body to New Tomb, Dead at 88.

WASHINGTON,’ Jan. -7.—John Lane, 
who, when a boy 10 years old, in 1833, 
saw the face of George Washington, died 
this evening from a paralytic stroke sus- 
tained last Wednesday, when he was in

eighth birthday on‘Dec. 17, and until his 
-last illness had never, been sick abed 
|in his-long life. His mind was clear to 
the last, and he talked of Henry Clay, 
John Calhoun, and old John Taliaferro, 
who was in Congress for forty years, off 

and on. 

oer Lane was born in Richmond, Va., 
but came with his parents to Washing- 
ton when he was 6 years old. Lane was 
present when the old tomb ef Washing- 
ton was replaced by the present tomb 
and the remains of the first President 
were removed to the new tomb. He had 
!to get up on the seat of a wagon and 
{look over the~ heads of the group of 
men around the tomb in order to see 
the face of Washington. Lane remem- 

bered with the keenness of a boy. the 

Roman nose, the high forehead, the long 
‘face, and the snow-white mass of hair, 
and said the picture was always clear 
in his mind. He said that there was a 

ark blotch on one side of the face caused 
by the air getting into-the coffin. 

Mr. Lane was once a prominent busi- 
ness man of Washington, conducting for 
many years a large wholesale business 
in foreign fruits. In the panic of 1878 
he failed, and decided not to try to.re- 
| bufld his business. All his life he was 
|an inveterate smoker, and until a few 
| weeks ago took three toddies every day.

GOV. ROSS IS LIKELY 
10 SAVE RIGHESON 


Statement on Authority That He 
Favors Commuting the 
Death Sentence. 


‘COURT PROCEDURE IN DOUBT 


Judge and District Attorney Can Ac- 
cept Change of Plea, but Will Not 
Indicate Probable Course.

BOSTON, Jan. 7.—Persistent rumors 
that an agreement had been reached be- 
tween the authorities and: counsel for 
the Rev. Clarence V. T. Richeson, by 
which ths clergyman’ was to plead guilty 
to-morrow to the. murder of Avis Linnell 
and escape the electric chair, were denied 
emphatically to-night by District At- 
terney Pelletier. ‘We shall ask the 
full penalty of the law,” said Mr. Pelle- 
tier 

It was learned, however, on unimpeach- 
able authority, that if Richeson pleads 
guilty of. murder in the first degree, Gov. 
Foss will advise commutation of his 
sentence and put the onus of his death, 
if executed, on the shoulders of his 
council. 

The law requires that a petition to com- 
mute the death penalty first must come 
before the Goverfior before it reaches the 
Council. The Governor has the initiative 
in the matter and also final power, since 
he can veto the action of the Council 
in ary pardon case. The death sentence 
cannot be commuted, however, except by 
a majority vote of the Council, 

The Governor believes that evefy per- 
s0n condemned to die has the right to 
appeal for hig life to the court of last re- 
sort, the Executive Council. Consequently 
he will see that the case is presented to 
that body. 

There is a reasonable chance @ the 
commutation of the death penalty in the 
case of Richeson.- The element of doubt 
in the case is stronger than in other 
similar cases, however, because of the 
strong public sentiment against Riche- 
son, due to the terrible circumstances 
surrounding his murder of Avis Linnell. 

A Plea of Irresponsibility, 

In discussing the case to-night, John 
L. Lee, one of Richeson'’s counsel, ex- 
pressed great relief at. the turn of affairs 
brought about by the confession. He said 
that the defense could not have gone 
through a trial with the least hope of 
success. He added that they had actually 
no defense, and had not obtained a single 
witness whose testimony would ‘have 
withstood the scrutiny of the. phaprtet At- 


torney. 
bY 5 a ae Yndicated that the Pe a “for 


the prisoner. would. probably go to the 
Governor for commutation of sentence 
on the’ ground that Richeson was not 
mentally responsible. He was much in- 
terested in the interviews with various 
members of the Governor's council as to 
their feeling concerning capital punhish- 
ment, and expressed much gratification 
when toid that apparently a majority of 
the Governors couricil, as well as the Gov- 
ernor, seemed opposed to the death, sen- 
tence. 

Richeson is expected to appear in court 
to-morrow afternoon and ask to be al- 
lowed to change his former plea and be 
adjudged guilty of murder. Whether

or will defer the confession for future 
consideration, in order that the regular 
procedure may be followed and a jury 
ealled to give a verdict, is not known to- 
night. 

Probable Court Procédure. 

In the procedure to-morrow it is ex- 
pected that Richeson’s counsel will ask 
that their client be brought into court, 
and that the District Attorney will order 
the Sheriff to produce him at the regular 
sentencing hour—4 P. M. After the regu- 
lar docket has been disposed of Riche- 
son’s case will be cailed, and he or his 
counsel will be asked to be allowed to 
change his piea. 

Judge Sanderson refused to-day to sey 
what action would probably follow or 
comment upon the case in any way. The

Torpedo Boat Destroyers and 
Convoy Arrive, Reporting 
Severe Experiences. 


THE TERRY IS CRIPPLED 


Vessels Are -Ordered Out to Her 
Rescue—Big Ships Guffered 
‘Damage.

HAMIIUTON, Jan. 7.—The United 
States Atlantic squadron, which is en- 
gaging in manoeuvres and bound for 
Guantanamo, ran into violent gales on 
Thursday night, lasting sixty hours, and 
resulting in orders from Admiral Oster- 
haus for such boats as desired to put 
into Hamilton Bermuda for a rest. 

At 8 o’clock this morning five tor- 
pedo-boat destroyers, of the new oll- 
burning type—the Preston, Ammen, 
Perkins, Walker, and Sterrett—arrived 
at Grassy Bay and anchoréd.off the 
British Dockyard. At 1 P, M. the Dixie, 
the mother ship for these: boats, with 
Commander Eberly in charge, reached 
the same anchorage. 

Commander Bberly says -that the 
storm was one of the worst he had ex- 
perienced. The Dixie sprang a leak, ne- 
cessitating repairs, but as yet it is im- 
possible to determine how great the 
damage is or how long she will be here. 

Wireless reports from other ships all 
indicate that all suffered somewhat, a 
number losing their lifeboats and one 
her steam launch, while the torpedo- 
boat destroyer Burrows had her bridge 
washed away. Even the Delaware and 
the other largé battleships suffered 
more or less. There is a report that 
two men were lost overboard from one 
ship.

“THE TERRY BADLY CRIPPLED. 


Wireless Reports .Say. Destroyer’s 
Engines Are Out of Commission. 


Wireless messages, indistinctly received 
last night, reported the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Terry in trouble at latitude 36.21 
north, longitude 67 west, or @ little north- 
east of Cape Hatteras. The vessel was in 
communication with the sveamer Tagus 
and the battleship South Carolina, which 
report that the. destdoyer’s turbine en- 
gines and pumps were out of commission, 
that all her stores. were ruined and her 
wireless apparatus not working. 

A message from the South Carolina in- 
dicated that the disabled craft was some- 
what further north than reported by the 
Tagus. The battleship reported the Ter- 
ry’s position as latitude 88.21 north and 
longitude 67 west, and stated that the 
revenue cutter Onondaga was near her. 

The steamer Tagus, which plies between 
Bermuda and New York, left Hamilton, 
Bermuda, at 11 A. M. turday and is 
due at New York at 2 P. M. to-day.” At 
noon yesterday she would have. been 860 
miles from this port.

For the first time in this city in many 
years the churches flung open their doors 
last night. to pffer shelter to homeless 
men and women fromthe cold. This 
Was made necessary by the overcrowd- 
ing of the charitable orgahizations’ quar- 
ters, 

The furnaces in the churches were kept 
going after services, so that the poor 
who came at night might find warm 
lodging. Through the open doors of 
Grace -Chapel, where 200 of the homeless 
were received, came men with newspa- 
pers wrapped about their feet for stock- 
ings and no overcoats. 

From the Municipal Lodging House,, the 
Bowery Mission, and the Salvation Army 
hotels came appeals for. stockings and 
clothing, eS8pecially overcoats. Each of 
these institutions announced that the ap- 
peals for help on Saturday had brought 
few responses and repeated their offers 
to call at any addross for cast-off gar- 
ments. 

Two men died yesterday as a result of 
the cold spell. One had been overcome 
through exposure on Saturday and died 
in @ hospital. The other slippéd on the 
ice-covered deck of a vessel, plunged into 
the Water ané was drowned. 

The day was not so sévere as Satur- 
day. It opened with a light snow flurry, 
which passed shortly after noon, leaving 
a stretch of warm sunshine for an hour.

URGES ALASKA’ TRUNK LINE 


Commission Form of Government Rec- 
ommended—Favors Better Laws 
to Control Water Power. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Enlarged ap- 
Plication of the leasing principle as ap- 
plied to the public domain, especially a 
liberal -leasing law for the development 
of the mineral resources of Alaska, par- 
ticularly its ‘coal lands, and immediate 
consideration by Congress of the whole 
subject of water-power development and 
control, are the most important recom- 
mendations coritained in the annual re- 
pqrt of Secretary of the Interior Fisher, 


made public to-cay. $ 
A general overhauling of conditions in 


Alaska is needed, the Secretary says. He 
favors a law for the retirement of Gov- 
ernment employes, placing it on. the 
ground ‘of good business policy. He urges 
the.-creation of a Bureau ..of National 
Parks, each of them at present being “a 
separate and distinct unit for administra- 
tive purposes.”” There is also serious need, 
he declares, forthe enlargement of thé 
work'of the Bureau of Mines. 

“'The great. public movement for the 
conservation of our National’ resources,’’ 
says Secretary Fisher, “is not in any way 
opposed to’ prompt and wise development 
of the public domain. The essential thing 
is to see that under the guise of settle- 
ment we do not permit more exploitation, 
which in the last analysis retards both 
settlement and development.” He recom- 
menus, therefore, certain modifications of

Careful, consideration of the 
rovisions of an appropriate ‘leasing law 
or the coal lands of Alaska is being con- 
tinued through the Director of the Bu- 
reau of. Mines, with a view to suggesting 
such changes in or substitutes for bills 
on this subject which are now pending 
in_ Congress, as may bé desirable.’ 
The proper administration and develop- 
ment of Alaska cannot be accomplished 
under existing laws, the Secrétary . de 
clares;- wherefore -he urges also the con- 
struction by the Goyernment of a central 
trunk-line railroad from tidewater to the 
Tanana and Yukon; the reservation of a 
sufficient; amount of the coal lands to 
provide for the future needs of the al 
this coal to be mined. by the Government; 
more liberal appropriations for roads and 
trails, and the adoption of a form of ter- 
ritorial government, a commision form 
being suggested, -better.adapted to its 
remote situation and peculiar local con- 
ditions. P ‘ 
“The whole subject of water-power de- 
velopment and control should, in my 
judgment, receive. the immediate consid- 
eration of Congress,” says the Secretary, 
‘-and .constructive legislation should be 
adopted without further delays: I believe 
the ~Fedéral Government has adequate 
constitutional power to control. water- 
power developmen both in navigable 
streams and upon the public domain, and 
to .exact compensation and to impone 
proper conditions in either case. t is 
apparent that the Federal Government 
can-act more effectively than the States 
in many cases. No correct or permanent 
solution of the water-power question can 
be reached until the interests of the State 
and of the-Nation have been reconciled, 
The Federal Government should not part 
with any-of its constitutional powers, 
‘Their exercise is certain in the future to 
hecome’ essential to the protection of the 
blic interest.’

R. ADLER HITS ST STEEL TRUST 


Destroyed the. Labo us Union,. He Says, 
and Didn’t Take Care. of Workers. 


Dr. Felix Adler approved the lebor 
unions @nd assailed the Steel Trust in 
hia address before the Ethical Culture | 
Society yesterday. 

“The ‘union,”. said Dr: Adler, “is the 
only protéction that the. workers have. 
It {gan imperfect system, yet it par- 
tially ‘answers the need. ‘The moral fac- 
tors in the trust question are forcibly il- 
lustrated in the dealings of the Steel 
Trust with the laborers. The Steel Trust 
tried to stamp out the union of its work- 
ers, and in ‘doing so. took upon itself the 
aolemn obligations of the unjon to care 
for the, working people. 

“But how hag this Trust fullfilled tts 
obligations? By establishing a 12-hour 
day; by establishing a seven day week, 
and a 24-hour.day every alternate. week 
when the shifts are changed. Think of 
the. timé devoted by these meni to that 
Trust. It fa no human life they live, 
They have no home life. Constantly they 
toll;. with the heat of countless tons. of 
‘boiling metal beating on -them” during 
the heat of summer days; with the win- 
ter’s cold shrivling their bodies, opened 
for twelve hours to the heat of their 
work. 

“And this America is called a Chris- 
tlan country. This is how the. Steel 
Trust. has assumed the obligation and 
protection that the -union offered its 
mén. ; 

“Ana then there is the question of 
wages. Gradually the wages have been 
reduced, consistently with the policy of 
the Steel Trust; consistently with fts 
méthods; consistently with its long hours 
and its absence of the Sabbath, but how 
inconsistently with the advance in the 
cost of living: 

“And finally, it has crippled the inde- 
pendence of the men. by its pension sys- 
\tem. It has put a yoke on the men 
that they cannot break. © Those who 
have studied this system ‘tell us that 
the allotment to the men is about 530 
cents @ month. 

“In Germany is seen the true social 


spirit; for the Germans are willing to 
bear the fetters of law. Here we talk 
about equality, yet you steal with one 
hand, and give with the other, Is that 
the true social ‘spirit?

The Rev. de: H. Holmes Seve Moses 
Did Not Write Commandments. 


The Teh Commandments were not the]: 
direct word of Ged, but were written, by 
certain jacholers: years after Mosed was 
dead and buried; the Rev. John yaad: 
Holmés said in his ‘sermon yestérday, ‘in 
the Church of the Messiah. 

“The Commandments. were at first 
mere tradition,” he said. 











edly first laid down these laws, Then 
they were taken up and spread by his cap- 
tains and followers. Years later they 
were -written—probably- by scholars. who 
formiilated the teachings of Moses in ac- 
cordance with the neéds of the people 
and the times.” 

Dr. Holmes told of a certain ‘band of 
miners who were entombed in a mine and 
who~made laws to govern themselvés in 
their particular predicament.’ This, he 
said, was’ typical of the situation which f 
produced the’Ten Commandments, - Dr: 
Holmes said the passage describing how 
Moses received the Commandmerits on 
Mount Sioni was ‘probably one of the most 
dramatic in the Bible, but said that “ this 
church stands for truth and not bey sta 

art.’’ 

“The Ten -Cemmandments were: not 
written upon tablets of stone, ‘but upon 
the memory of those who had learned by 
bitter experience their real force and ne- 
cessity. 

“The Commandments’ are valid be- 
cause they are backed by thousands of 
years of experience. -They are the su- 
prone verdict of a prima’: facie case, 

hey are not the product of a few mo- 
ments, Dut of years. When we real 
their human origin, we realies their force 
and truth. They are not merely backed bya 
legendary god, but. by the truth of time. 
If you put aside..Moses and Jehovah, a 
tribal deity, for whom we care nothing, 
you begin to realize the. ‘great force o 
these Commandments, They.are 1 
by conscience, and conscience is the woré 
and voice of God.”’ H

Engine Provided — Atwood to. 
Train for Sleepless Voyage. 


Special to The New York Times. 


BOSTON, Jan. ..7.—Harry , Atwood, an 
aviator, is to go into trating for . the 


(terrific strain of staying at the con- 


troliers of his machine for an Atlantic 
trip. A totallly newrtype of airship is to 
be built for the perilous journey, which 
has been scheduled for about Aug. 1, 1912. 


The machine is being ¢onstructed in 
secret, the Various parts in different 
factories, and the details of its construc- 
tion have not been divulged, for the Clay. 
ton-Craig ‘Company of Boston, which is 
backing the project, is not yet ready to 
make the matter public. Atwood’s mana- 
ger said to-day: ' 

‘Actual tésts have been made. A man 
has actually gone-through the experience 
of applying himself to active work for 
more than two days on a stretch, By this 
I. mean that he has fad no respite, no 
tirme for sleep, no opportunity for taking 
his attention from his work The test 
has been made with a task certainly as 
difficult as that of staying at the helm 
of the machine for forty-eight hours or 
more. AtWood will go into training | to 
make himself fit to stand a similar 
strain, 


“As for the machine, I will say that 
it.is to be altogether different, in many 
ways, from those that are now known. 
In short, it is to be equipped with an 
apparatus, or with a device, hitherto 
unknewn; which ts. expected to make the 
handling of the aeroplane on a trans- 
Atlantic trip a much more simple matter 
than it would be in any machine which 
4s in use to-day. : 

*“* Atwooa will subsist largely on malted 
milk tablets, and will use thermos. bot- 
tles for hot or cold drinks white in the 
air. 

‘There will be more than one engine. 
The idea, of course, is to have one in 
reserve so that incase of a breakdown 
the aviator will be able to continue on 
his course without any vericus delay. lt 
will be a relay system. 

‘¢The same may be said of the propel- 
lers, The machine will be so designed 
that in case one propeller should rot 
work that the machine would by no 
means be thrown out of the running. 

“ Atwood’s machine is expected to 
make a speed of fifty miles an hour on 
the average, apart from the assistance 
of wind currents, From these he ex- 
pects ‘the help of about sixty or seventy 
miles per hour on the average. ‘This 
would make a total of 120 miles an hour. 

* Atwood’s machine will car enough 
gasoline to last throughout the entire 
trip and allow some extra for contingen- 
cies. 

“The aviator, wearing heavy, fur-lined 
eanvas clothing; will be housed in a cov- 
ered body of a preparation of celluloid, 
so that he will he protected from the 
force of the weather. He will also be. 
‘protected from the cold, for the little 
car will be heated from the radiator, 
which will be set forward from the usual 
position. The engine is to be a water- 
cooled machine and of foreign make. ‘All 
the rest of the machine will be. con- 
structed in this country.”

While the number of. farms has in- 
creased: 10.5 per cent. since 1900, the total 
farm acreage has. increased only 4.2 per 
cent, That means “df course, a dcrease 
in the average size of farms, In 1900 the 
Sverage-sized farm contained 146 ware in 
1610 it contained 188 acres. The improved 
acreage, however, has increased 15:2. per 

eent., or much faster than the total farm 
acreage and somewhat faster than . the 
total number of -farms. It fellows that 
a larger proportion of the farm land is 
improved. 1900,. 49. per cent. of. the 
farmland was improved; in 1910, $5 per 
cent. The improved acreage per farm 
increased from 72:2 acres ig 1900 to 75.3 
acres in 1910. So while the average farm 
has a smaller total nexeage it has a larger 
intproved acreage. This suggests a bet-4 
ier farm, or one “more completely culti- 

vated. But. even the improved acreage 
has not kept pace with the growth of 
population. In 1900 there ‘were. 5.5 acres 
of improved farm land percapita of popu- 
lation; in .1910, the percapita improved 
acreage had declined to .5.2 


Enormous Increase of jFarm Values. 


The increase in farm Values recorded 
in the last decade is another story. Be- 
twen 1900 and 1910 thé aggregate value 


States more than doubled, increasing from

crease of 108.7 per cent. The land alone 
increased 117 per cent..in value, the farn 
buildings increasing 77 per cent.

The increase in value of farm. build- 
ings was doubtless to a considerable ex- 
tent. the result of improvements, the 
construction of new and better buildings, 
or additions and extensions. The in- 
creased value of land may also be attrib- 
uted in some degree to the result of im- 
Seeenenis brought about by irrigation, 
draining, removing of stones and stumps, 
fencing, &c. According ‘to the census 
reports, these changes affected 62,949,- 
000. acres. But in the main, probably, 
the. increase in the value of the land 
represents the general appreciation of 
land values, or the advance of prices. 
Thus, while it fs an increase which has 
doubtless. contributed greatly to the 
wealth and prosperity of the farm own- 
ers, it does not to its full extent repre- 
sent that much increase in the real eco- 
nomic wealth of the United States, any 
more than a general advance’ in prices 
represents the creation of wealth.

Growth of Manufactures. 
The aggregate value of the products of 
our manufacturing industries advanced 
from $11,407,000,000, as reported at the 
census of 1900, to $20,672,000,000, as re- 
ported at the census of 1910, an increase 
of about 81 per cent. The figures, it 
may be noted, do not include the hand 
trades, building trades, or neighborhood 
industries, but are restricted to manufact- 
uring mducted- under the factory sys- 
tem. This increase of 81 per cent. in 
the annual value of our manufactures 
doubtless to some extent results from 
the genera! advance of prices, but. that 
there has at the same time been a 24 
material increase inthe extent of- 
manufacturing operations carried: on in 
the United States, and cons uently in 
the volume of the product, is in leated by 
the fact that the number of wage earners 
employed in these industries has in- 
creased from-4,712,768 to 6,615,046, an in- 
crease of about 40 per cent. The popula- 
tion of the United States, ft will be re- 
membéred, has in the meantime increased 
only 21 per cent., the comparison indicat- 
ing, therefore, that the growth of manu- 
jactures has more than kept pace with 
the growth - of population, while agri- 
culture as indicated by figures previous- 
ly presenied, has fatled to do so. The 
aggregate amount paid out for wages in 
the manufacturing industries of the 
United States. increased from $2,008,000,- 
000 in 189% to $3;427,000,000 in 1909, an in- 
crease. of ‘about 70 per cent., while the 
number of wage earners, as just stated, 
increased but 40 per cent As ar sult 
of this diference. the average anhual 
Wage or esrnin per wage earner in- 
creased from $426 to $518. The increase 
in the numb _ of establishments reported 
in the msnvfacturing industries of the 
United States has not kept pace with 
the increase in the other items, which, of 
course.. indicates a tendency toward larger 
establishments. The average number of 
Wage eanners per establishment has ins 
ereased from 23 to 25, the average vaiue 
of the product from $54,969 to $76,993.

positories were opened ‘experimentally at 
@ sitigle Post Office in éach one of the 
forty-eight ‘States and Territories. After 
@ careful test for four months at these 
offices the system was rapidly . extend> 
ed and now comprises 5,185 Post "Offices. | 
Preparations are Deing made to: estab- 
lish the system in about 40,000 fourth- 
Class offices that db a = order. Dusi- 
ness, ‘ 
In ‘the establishment of np Se et 
only .such Post’ Offices are selected as 
have a.recora for efficient management. 
This plan has materially aided the de- 
partment in ‘its efforts to iniprove con- 
ditions in the postal service, 

Under the method ‘devised for the con- 
duct of tha, postal savings system cer- 
tificates are issued as evidence of de- 
posits and all accounts with depositors 
are kept by the Post. Offices instead of 
by the department. Compared with. the 
universal practice in other countries. of 
entering deposits in passbooks and keep- 
ing ‘at the central ‘office a ledger 
account with each depositor, the use.of 
the certificate of deposit in the mannér 
adopted has proved to be @ source of 
great economy, 

* Postal savings deposits have kept pace 
with the extension of the system. 
Amounting at the end of the first mont 

to only $60,252 in the forty-eight experi- 
mental offices, they increaged in a half 
year to $679,810, and now, after one 
year’s operation, have reached a total of 
$15,000,000. . This sum has been distrib- 
uted among 4,000 National and State 
banks, where it*fs protected’ by bonds 
deposited with. the Treasurer of. the 
United States. “ 

Assuming that the postal savings sys- 
tem will be extended to additional of- 
fices in accordance with present plans, 
and that with this extension the -depos- 
its will continue to increase at the same 
rate as now, it is confidently predicted 
that from $40,000,000 to $50,000,000 - will 
have been taken in by the close of the 
current fiscal year. At that time the 
income: of the systenr should be. suffi- 
cient to pay all operating expenses; in- 
cluding those at the central administrat- 
ive offices. 

It is believed that the greater portion 

of the postal savings deposits represents 
money that has been hoarded. Many pa- 
trons of the system deposit the full 
amount permitted under. the, law, $100 in 
each calendar month, until the maxi- 
mum balance of $500 is reached, 
On July 1,:1911, the first issue of postal 
savirigs bonds vccurred and the amount 
of deposits. thus converted 'was $41,900. 
Of the first issue of bonds, 85 per cent. 
was in registered form, showing conclu- 
sively that the intentio# of the pur- 
chasers was to retain the bonds for per- 
manent investment and not to use them 
for speéulative purposes. Depositors of 
the system have applied for $416,920 of 
the second issue of bonds. Of this 
amount $812,460 were in the registered 
class, 

As an evidence of the favor with which 
the system is regarded by the financial 
epee of the country, Postmasters in 

many towns and cities are now being 
petitioned by bankers to use their influ- 
ence for the establishment of postal sav- 
ings depositories. Up te the present time 
about 6,000 banks have been authorizod 
to act as depositoriea, for the funds, 

Postal savings deposits are now being 
received in the Post Offices at the rate 
of about $1,000,000 a week.

LOOKING FOR THEATRE NOW 


‘Minus a Mustache and Full of Praise 
for “Musical Buenos Aires. 


‘ 


Whenever it becomes too dull in the New 
York cperatic world for those who live 
in it to enjoy themselves somebody circ- 
ulates @ rumor that there will be a now 
opera cOmpeny in our midst. The latest 
rumor of thfs sort is hinted, darkly 
hinted, by no other than Alessandro 
Bonci, who after having sung operas on 
two continents ‘within the last ' fow 
Tr or ths, comes to North America to sing 
concerts in a third. 

Mr. Bonci having recently been singing 
at the Colon Theatre in Buenos Aires, 
THE TIMES reporter naturally asked him 
if he could explain the recent visit of 
Vittorio Consigli, the Director of that 
theatre, to New York, and Mr. Bonci 
could and did. 

“It may be premature to make an an- 
nouncement,’”’ he said, “but I think Mr. 
Consigii was here on business for Tito 
Ruffo’s opera company. Tito Ruffo, you 
doubtless know, is one of Italy’s most 
celebrated baritones, At present he is 
singing ‘Rigoletto’ and ‘Hamlet’ at 
the Paris Opéra. He has also been sing- 
ing with me in Buenos Aires. 

“Now, for reasons which had best nst 
be explained, Mr. Tito Ruffo has never 
been engaged to sing at the Metropolitan 
Opera Huuse. And it began to look to 
him as if he never would be. He wants 
to sing in America, and he conceived the 
idea of bringing over an opera company. 

“Mr. Consigli is not busy in the Winter 
—the Colon Theatre season being in the 
Summer—so he was chosen to take charge 
of the business affairs, and ‘he doubtiess 
came to- New’ York to' look into the 
matter of theatres. Mr. Ruffo will en- 
gage the company to present many 
Italian operas, and I am to be the tenor 
of the organization. 


Not in Opera This Year. 


“As it is, this season I shall not sing 
in opera at all in this country, only con- 
certs. I do not like to mix the two. If 
I sing in concerts for a-season I do nt 
care to sing a few performances of opera’ 
If I am singing at the opera I would not 
like to sing concerts. 

“I have had a wonderful season in 
Buenos Aires and also in Brazil. At_the 
Colon Theatre I sang ‘La Favorita’ and 
Cin arosa’s ‘ Matrimonio Segreto’ for the 
first time. That is why I lost my 
moustache. You see that I look quite 
different.” 

Mr. Bonci’s face, in fact, is entirely 
lacking at present in hirsute adornment, 
and as a result his physiognomy is en- 
tirely changed. 

“It is impossible to sing ‘ Il Matrimonio 
Segreto’ with a moustache,” he. con- 
tinued, “‘and I do not like to paste up 
my face—I can’t sing that way—and so I 
shaved.

often get a chance to sing. The theatre 
in Buenos Aires is enormous, and Mr. 
Consigli gives wonderful opera there. He 
has four complete companies, a lyric com- 
pany and a dramatic company, and 
doubles for both. And each year he 
changes so that new artists are con- 
Stantly heard there. In Buenos Aires it 
is possible for the psbiic to compare the 
great tenors and the great baritones of 
the world, because it hears them all. The 


Same artists are scarcely ever exzgaged 
for consecutive seasons. 


High Salaries in Buenos Airex, 


“Opera is sung in Italian, occasionally 
French, and most of the population there 
speaks Italian. It is a very cosmopolitan 
city, very beautiful, and very expen- 
sive, much more expensive than New 
York and not so comfortable. One or 


two of the new hotels are very good, but 
it is gown | like New York. However, 
one gets paid in Buenos Aires better than 
anywhere else. 

“There were three opera comparniics 
running at once there this Summer. At 
one theatre Mascagni was presenting his 
‘ Isabeau,’ which met with some success. 
It may be the soprano of the ‘Isabeau’ 
company which will accompany Tito 
Ruffo here in his opera venture. 

“I went to South America directly from 
Rome, and when I got through I went 
back to Rome to sing at the Constanzi. 
Next Summer I shall rest. I do not care 
to work so hard all the time. In five 
years from now I shall rest altogther. I 
Shall not sing after, I have begun to lose 
my voice, except for my friends. I shall 
travel and enjoy myself. That time will 
not be very far away.” D 

‘Perhaps in fifteen years?’’ 

“No, five; six at the most.’ 

“What have you enjoyed most this

“Singing in ‘Il Matrimonio Segreto.’

When Milk Cars Crash Through 
Hempstead Station. ~ 


TRAINMAN. BADLY 


Cars Driven. Across the Street and 
Wreck Porch of a House—Motor 
man Blames Brakes. 


Special to The NewYork Times. 

HEMPSTEAD, L. L, Jan. 7.—The noise 
of an explosion, followed by a tremen- 
dous crash which rattled all -the win- 
dows of the neighborhood, aroused those 
residents of Hempstead who _ live: near 
the Long Island Railroad station in Ful- 
ton Avenue, shortly before 11 o'clock 
last night. Men hurried into the street 
and saw, lying directly across Fulton 
Avenue, three railroad cars. 

Ohe of them, of steel construction, had 
crashed through the porch of a vacant 
house directly opposite the railroad sta~ 
tion, and was standing flush against the 
front of the house. A’ wooden combina- 
tion baggage and motor car was tele- 
scoped against thé rear of the steel car, 
its roof overhanging ‘the steel car’s roof, 
while behind that was another wooden 
combination baggage and motor car, also 
wrecked. A telegraph pole had - been 
knocked down and the wreck of a taxicab 
lay near by. : 

The first comers saw Harry Weber, 
motorman, stagger out of the miotor cat 
on the end. He seemed dazed, but recu+- 
ered in a moment and shouted to the 
crowd to look for the crew of his train. 
He said he didn’t know what had caused 
it, but his brakes had failed to work as 
he was backing his train, composed of 
the two baggage and motor cars, loaded 
with milk, into the station, and it had 
crashed full force into a steel passenger 
coach standing before a buffer at the end 
of the tracks. 

Men immediately started a search of 
the wreckage, while others went back 
across the street to-the station, from 
which the shock of thé collision had 
thrown all the cars. Beneath a heap of 
milk cans and débris from the smashed 
cars. they found the body of Conductor 
Henry Linneman. He‘had been crushed 
to death. John R. May, a trainman, was 
founé in one of the baggage cars, crushed 
and unconscious. 
but an ambulance Burgeon 
from the Nassau Hospital hurried him 
there, saying the man was still alive, 
Weber proved to be uninjured, except for 
& severe shaking up. 

One man alone seemed to have. seen 
the collision. He was Alanson Losee, 
employed by the Hempstead Taxicab 
Co. A cab of which he was in charge 
had stood outside of the station, which 
is a terminus, the two tracks coming 
to an end on either side of the station, 
in huge steel buffers. Losee was in a 
house across the street, getting warm, 
and had started over to take his cab 
back to the garage when he saw the 
lights of an approaching train, 

Losee said the lights were moving so 
rapidly that he stopped to look, wonder- 
ing how the motorman hoped’'to step 
when he reached the station. It was 
only a second later, he said, when the 
‘collision came. There was an explosion 
at the same instant and this latter was 
said to have been a gas tank which 
was on the train. 

The steel car was pushed back and 
the buffer tossed to one side. Then 


Losee saw all-three cars slide across 
the street and brag up against the 
house. The taxicab and telegraph pole 
were in their ie 

Losee said Linneman had been riding 
on the last platform, waving to Weber 
to slow down. He remainen at his 
post, trying to signal the motorman when 
the car hit the steel coach and he was 
crushed, ; 





Senator Gore’s Mother Dead.

MAN IS SERIOUSLY iNJURED 


Bridge | the 
Plaza See Runaway Horses and 
Vehicle Fall Fifteen Feet. 


Many of the throngs in Queensboro 
Bridge Plaza at 6 o’clock last night, wait- 
ing for trolley cars, noticed a coach 
start down Diagonal Street Viaduct, 
which leads over the Long Island Rail- 
road ya: from Queens Boulevard to ;the 
Plaza. eir cries attracted the atten- 
tion of the others when the coach began 
to slip on the icy pavement and to crowd 
forward oh the horses. 

The watchers saw the driver struggling 
to keep his horses on the pavement, but 
as the coach bumped against their hoofs 
the animals bounded ahead ina panic. The 
coach, skidding on the ice, edged them 
over toward the side of the viaduct, No 
rail protects this, and presently the 
watchers were horrified to see horses 
and coach shoot off the edge of the via- 
duct and drop fifteen feet into a well- 
like areaway formed by the wall of the 
viaduct and that of a new buiMing, 
rising beside the roadway. The driver 
toppled over with his rig, and as the coach 
disappeared there rang out the scream 
of a woman from inside the vehicle._ 

Policeman Schneider of the Hunter’s 
Point Station sent in a call for the 
reserves and for an ambulance from 8t. 
John’s Hospital in Long Island City. 
Then, with a dozen men, he ran up the 
viaduct to where the coach had disap- 
peared. From below came the screams 
of the woman and the crashing of the 
horses’ hoofs as they kicked and strug- 
gled to free' themselves from the coach, 
which had fallen on them. 

As Schneider and the others looked 
down, uncertain for a moment what to do, 
they saw a door of the coach, which lay 
on its roof, opened and a woman, scream- 
ing hysterically, crawl out. The sight of | 
her stirred Schneider to action, and he 
dropped down into the hole, and, lifting 
her, passed her to the men who reached 
down from the viaduct for her. 

Then the reserves and Dr. Wilson, from 
the hospital, arrived. Schneider had 
aregged the driver, unconscious, from be- 
neath the rig where the fallen horses 
had been kicking him, and passed him 
up to those above. Dr. Wilson found that 
the young woman was badly bruised and 
frightened, but otherwise was unhurt. 
The driver had had his left arm and sev- 
eral ribs broken by the kicks of his 
horses, and probably has internal in- 
juries. He recovered consciousness long 
enough to say that he was Thomas Ker- 
nay of 325 East Eighty-third Street, driv-

ROB NEAR HEADQUARTERS. 


Burglare Loot a Loft Bullding Directly 
Across the Street. 


When Police Commissioner ‘Waldo 
moved the Detective Bureatr out of Po- 
lice Headquarters and reduced the big 
building practically to office quarters he 


put wire screens on the windows of the 
record room and installed burglar alarms 
throughout the place. Business firms of 
the neighborhood still relied on their 
proximity to Police Headquarters to in- 
sure them. against burglars, but last 
night when Watchman Max Langer came 
to. work at 241 Centre Street, a seven- 
story, loft ans directly across the 
street from Police Headquarters, he 
found that burglars had been there.
